ESCAPADE OF A TARBOUCHE. 


(From our CoRRESPONDENT.) 
Port Said, Thursday. 

Great ourirs'ty was evinced by a crowd of 8 
few hondred persons this morning outside His 
Britannic Majesty's Consular Court at the 
alarmingly drastic measures adopted by the 
police authorities against two passengers trom 
the 8.8. Denbighthire, which arrived at Port 
Said abont 10 o'clock this morning, homeward 
bound.

EGYPTIAN CIGARETTE EXPORTS. 


The total export of Egyptian cigarettes for 
November was 39,811 kilor, a falling-off of 
20,664 kilos a3 compared with the exports of 
November, 1905, which were 60,475 kilos. For 
the year to November 30 the total was 543,807 
kilos, as against 630,046 kilos forthe 
period of last year.Of this total of 89,811 kiloa, 
above mentioned, 7,421 kilos went to Great 
Britair, 12,197 kilos to Germany; and 2,899 
kilos to France. In each case there was a 
falling off, as ocmpared with the exports of last 
November, when, for instance, Germany bought 
29,157 kilos. The value of this November's 
exports, was L.B. 31,847.

WHERE THE GOLD IS! 


The following little episode which happened 
only a short time ago in one of onrcodntry 
villages will be read with interest by those 
who are daily enquiring as to where is all\ the 
gold that is constantly arriving in this country 
from Earope. F 

A certain well-known firm of merchants had 
occasion to rend their collector into the coun- 
try to recover some payménts in the ordinary 
courae of basiness. He arrived at the honse of 
one of the firm’s castomers (a quondam fellah, 
now an enriched land-owner). Here he was met 
by the master, who showed him, with much 
satisfaction, g new] house. he had recently 
bailt on hie Property. He tcok him below the 
ground floor, which he had arranged as an 
office in which he transacted the affairs of his 
tarm. In dae course he expressed his willing- 
ness to eettle his account with the firm in’ 
question, and: for this purpose he essayed 
to open an English safe which had been 
sank ip the groand in a qorner of-the room. 
On the eafe being opered there was exposed 
to view several bags of sovereigns, with some 
of which bags he discharged his debt amount- 
ing to some few thonsands to the collector. 

The interesting part of the answer to the 
question is now to come. The collector, on 
taking his bags of money, ttiscovered that they 
were sealed, labelled, and dated as originally 
sent out by the National Bank three years 
ago and his bags had not since, been opened, 
bat were in the same condition as originally 
sent oat by the Bank! After the debt was 
defrayed there remained several more bags of 
@ similar natare ia the safe, all this resalting, 
of course, in a loss of several hundred pounds 
to the owner by way of unearned interest. . 

This is no isolated case, as we are con- 
stabtly hearing of similar hoardings from 
different parta of the country. Until the native, 
learns to appreciate the value of the tanks as 
safe ous'odians of his gold, we shall annually 
reqaire more ‘and more gold to pay for the 
enormons increase in land and prodace, such as 
cotton, cereals, eto.; and Buaroye will therefore 
be called upon accordingly.
